Jeaac J. Allen, a son of Job ha 
left this record regarding that trip. "Hy father and re 
or three others had gone there (Knox County) previous to 
the removal to view the country and secure farms; had 
traveled altogether on horse-back acroas the mountains 
and returned, a full thousand miles in all.* 


Shis apying out their lands in advance of actual 
migration was not uncommon and was & most practial pro- 
ceeding for obviously it would ave been a short sighted 
policy bo make such a journey without a definite objective. 


So let us accent Uncle Isaacts statement and credit 
Job Allen rith our round trip between New Jersey and Ohio, 
say in the year 1515 or possible earlier. 


I have never heard the renson for their leaving New 
Jersey; probably there were several reasons for their 
leaving, but we may be sure the chief reason was the lure 
of the chesp, but highly fertile lands to be found in Ohio. 


- Had the reasons for the migration and the discussions 

held relative there to in the family circles been preservea 
what an interestinz chapter would be added to the family 
history. The period of preparation for their departure 
must have been one of deep enotional experence, both for 
those who were were going weat and those who were to re- 
main in the east. There were sorrow over the separation 
of friends and kKincred, which for many, as they well knez, 
was for the rest of their earthly lives; there wes dread 
of the manifold dsangers and hardships of the long Journey 
and hope of honour, confort, and success to be won in the 
primeval forrest of Ohio; these and more formed the warp 
and woof of their mental life. | 


This pioneering was a trenendiuos undertaking and 
called for a high degree of coursse, self-reliance end re~ 
sourcerfulness in those who wers to make good and the men 
and vomen dies transformed Ohio from virgin forrest to 
farms had these qualities in a degree that way have been 
equalec but not excelled by any others of whom we have 
knowledge.
